LONDON, July 14.— Mr, Sara* Chandra Hose, founder 
of the Socialist Republican Party of India, fervently

detention without trial, and firing on unarmed people in 
processions. 

He also strongly condemned the throwing of a bomb at 
a police guard at the meeting, addressed by Pandit Nehru in 
Calcutta to-day. 



Hr add<;d:— “The members of the 
government should read their own 
autobiographies and see what they 
said about the suppression of civil 
liberties in the past. They should prac- 
tise what they have been preaching 
for the past 25 years. 

"If the rulers of India go on as 
they are doing, the country will 
throw them out when It fete the 
chanoe. I can see the collapse of 
the Government before the present j 
year Is out. They are galloping to- 
wards It." v«^'

No Room For Communists 
In His Party 

» * , , BOMBAY. July 22. 

f A clarion call to the countrymen to 
♦iget rid of the evils of corruption, 
f favouritism and nepotism, which were 
so rampant to-day was given by Mr. 
Sarat Chandra Bose, who returned to 
{Bombay to-day from Europe after two 
P^nths, in the course of an interview 
to the “United Press of India.”

Among those 
present were Mr. S. NtJaHngnppa, Presl- < 
dent of the Karnataka Provincial Con- 
gress Committee, and Mr. K. R. Kara- ! 
nath, a former Minister of Madras. 

Mr. Bose said : “I conceive the Indian 
Socialism to be different from the So- 
cialism of the West. It would be based 
on a civilisation, a culture and an ism 
that would not be merely materialistic 
and will not disregard the hoary culture 
and civilisation of India. It will have 
its roots deep in the soil of India.” 
MILITARY TRAINING FOR YOUTHS 
Mr. Sarat Chandra Bose said that the 
provinces should be, given the utmost 
autonomy to enable them to build up on 
economic, poltlcal, cultural and inlltary 
lines. 

India must be militarily stronger, he 
said, and that could not be achieved un- 
less all the provinces imparted milUiry 
training to all youths of the future.

between the capitalists, either Indian or 
alien, and the present capitalist-ridden 
Central and Provincial Governments of

He continued : “They have alr-o 

another lesson for us. Socialists, to leant, 
and that is, that the people of Ihdm 
demand of all the progressive, Socialist 
parties that they should forget Muir 
petty differences and thoughts about

Enthusiastic Reception At 
turn Airport 

Aft ef a 3-month sojourn In Europe Sri 
Sarat Chandra Bose, the founder- 
President of the Socialist Republican 
Party, returned to Calcutta on Tuesday 
noon from Bombay by air. The victor of 
the South Calcutta bye-election was 
given a tumultuous reception at the Dum 
Dum airport by a large crowd, well over 
3.000 under the leadership of Shrimati 
Bela Mitra, Sri Aurobinda Bose. Sri 
Debnath Das and Sri Haridas Mitra. 

Sri Bose, who was accompanied by his 
wife Shrimati Bibhabatt Bose, looked a 
bit tired after the 6-hour air Journey. 
As he came out oi the air-field, he was 
practically beseiged for nearly a quarter 
ii an hour by nearly a hundred people 
with garlands and bouquets in their 
hands. But as .Shrimati Bela Mitra. 
Organiser in Chief, Rani of Jhanshi 
Volunteer Corps insisted on giving the 
guard of honour to Sri Bose first before 
any other ceremonies were held, a scram- 
ble ensued between them and the 
garland-bearers as to who would have 
precedence. Ultimately, after nearly a 
quarter of an hour, during which Sri
